that our Chriſtian Souldiers every where are fo vick 
ous, Hee was devont and feared God, with all bis famcs- 
ly , they thinke pictie no part of their pon yea, 
that it is wancof ſpiric and courage in them-not ts bee 
at defiance with God and all godlinefſe, and not onely 
with E/a# to haue thcir hands againſt all men, but e- 
venWwith Rab/zckab to fight againſt God and to raile 
upon him, 2 K«»g.18. and to thunder outtheir oathes 
and execrable blaſphemices.

Nay itisnor 
onely the voyce of God by his Apoſtle butby an 
Angell ſpeaking with alowd voyce fteare God and 
give glory ro him, and worſhip him that made 
heaven: and earth, and the ſea, and the fountaines 
of waters, Rev, 14.7, Yea by many Angels, who 
will not feare thee O Lord and glorige thy name ? 
for thou onely art holy : for all nations ſhall come 
and worſhip before thee, forthy judgmentsare made 
manifeſt Rev. 154. Religion and the feare of God 
hath ever bin the faircft flowre in the Garland of 
all the worthies in Scripture, that haye gone before 
us, andremembred either before or without all their 
worldly riches, honours trump hesand trophies, 
When God had tryed Abraham the father 
of the faichfull co the uttermoſt and would 
give him the high: commendation, ir is in theſe 
termes, T know that thou feareſt mee Gev. 22 22. 
Toſeph would make himſc!ic knowne to his brethren 
for onethar feared God, Gen.43, 18. and fo was of 
their ſpiricuall kindred, before he revealed himſelfe 
co be their brother after che fleſh, And the greateſt 
ticle that God giveth to 2oſes after all the great 
things he had done by him is this, 24o/zs my ſer- 
vant, /oſ;2.2, Itis the firſt thing 1n deſcription and 
commendation of 7ob, that he was a perfeR and vp- 
right man, and one thatfeared God /56,1.1, and of 


old $'7ze0, who hadthe honour to ſee Chriſt both 


carnally and ſpiritually,that he was ajuſt and deyour - 
man, Lyk.2.25, And this duty of religion. piety, his 
ſervice, worſhip and feare, God is not content to 
preſcribe by precept, propole by patrerne, but he 


dothalſo preileir to usby the profit of it, by the 


bleſlings 
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bleflings earchly and heavenly, ſpirituall and tem= 
porzll, of this life and the life to come. chat ſhall be 
heaped onthem that feare him, walke in his Com- 
mandements and leade a god!y life : I necd not ga- 
ther them, as they are (catered vp and downe in 
Scripture.the Apoſtle hath conjoyned and compre- 
hended them togerher, z Tim. 4.8. having bid 7 :mo-. 
thy exerciſe himlelte toGodlincile & piety he addeth 
thar-ic is profitableco all chings, having promiſe of the 
life that now is,and of chat which 15to come : ſo happy 
ſhall they be.ſo well ſhall it be withthem that feare 
Gcd and walke mm his wayes,P/al. 1.28.1.2. : 
But becauſe wee are ſoforward to flatter, nay tfo_ 
deceive our elves with ſhewes of piety, when we de- 
ny the power thereof, with talſe imaginations of 
the feare of God, when wee doe not make him 
our dread and our terrour, I will give you ſome 
of the principall markes of true piety and the feare 
of God, wherby we may learne whether we doe but 
liÞe our the Sibboletb of Godlineile from the lips 
and mouth, or elſe doe indeed ſound out the true 
Sh;bboleth of piety, fearing andſerving of God from 
the heart and inward affections, 7#4.12,6, I will I 
ſay give you ſomeprincipall markes, for itis long if 
not impoſſible to deſcribe and diſcerne all, as it 
would be in direQting a trayailer to acquaint him 
with every petty marke in his way, and not to be 
content with relating the moſt eminent to him: 
Now the markes for diſcerning true piety and the 
f-areot God 1n us, are eithcr gencral or ſpecial. There 18 
2 total or general ſhunning the wayes of wickednelle, 
and runningth2 wayes of Gods Commandements. 
Th=- wiſe man exhorting to feare God, doth preſent- 
ly adge asa meaneSor mat ke chereof,and depart from 
evill, Prov. 3.7. ye2 heelaith more plainely, that the 
feare of God isto hate evill,Pro.8.1 3.And when [6 
is. commended tor the feare of God, this is preſently 
FRE - "7 8.

undoubted evidence of Gods feare, as God him- 
felfe wiſhing, there were an heart in the Iſraelites 
alwayes toteare him, expretſech what ir is to feare 
him-in the words following, and keepe his Com- 
mandements, Dent. 2.29. Hee that feareth God neg- 
tefteth mothing, ro feare God is to emitte 10 good 
things that are to be done, ſaith Gregory. Ard Chryſo- 
tome againe,lt i5 onely the feare of Goathat correfteth 
mens mindeschaſcth away crimes preſerueth ixnccency 
and giveth an ability to doe all grod, 

'On the contrary when wee will wallow in wicked« 
neſle, drinke up iniquity like water, lye in finne and 
loveit, love it and leave irnot, when they conſent 
unto the cheeues, and are partakers with the adulterers 
when they give their mouthes to evill and frame 
deceit with cheir tongue, when they ſpeake again{t 
cheir brother, and ſlander their owne morhersſonne, 
P/#l.50.20, Nay whenthey ſet their tongues ar li- 
berticto blaſpheme Gods great and fearctull name, 
when they ſuffer their hearts to be overcome with 
ſurfecing and drunkenneſſe, when their hands are 
full of -iniquity, and their feete ſwitt to ſhed bloud, 
when they can defraud and oppretle one another in 
bargaining, ſejling, and buying, when nothing 
ſtandeth 1n their way that maketh for their pleaſure, 
profit, advancement, revenge or the like, or yer 
when they will not got t@ ath:rough reformation 
of themſelves, but flatter and fayo.;r themſelves in 
ſome darling (inne like Naawas that would ſerve 
God and yet be borne withall in going tothe Idols 
temple, and bowing thereto pleaſe his eatthly maſter, 
&like Herod who would heare [oh1 Bapriſt wg,

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doe many things readily and yet keepe his Minions 
£00, Harkes, there is no ſound ſcruice or (incere 
feare of God in chem, though they make aſhew of 
Godlincllein ſtanding before God in his houſe,ci- 
ther caking his word 1n th:ir mouthes and preach. 
40g his ſtatutes, cr hearing Þis word and will,and 
ſhewing much love with their mouthes, moking 
many prayers umo him, parcaking of his ſpixituall 
meate ard ſpiri:uall drinke, and performing all out- 
ward obſequies and {ervices unto him z his Saints 
that truely teare him, doe (incerely hate all falſe 
Waycs, P/ſal.119. Andes «Abrahams reafon. dof the 
men cf Gerar the feare of God is not inthisplace 
therefore they will ſlay me for my wives ſake,Ger. 
20.14. S0 on the other [ide wee may reaſon againe, 
men profeſſing ro know and worſhip God, give 
chemielves the raines of Lberticto taketheir plea- 
ſuxes, runne into all excelle of ryor, and ruſh into 
ſinne like the bard horie into the battell, ſomein one 
kinde ſome in another, therefore the teare of God is 
not truly in their hearts. ; 

But I come to the ſpecial markes of picty and 
the fcare of God, they lye either in duties immedi. 
ately reſpeting God, or men in God. The duties 
which unmeCiately reipet God as markes and te. 
kens of piety ard feare of him, are cither a belee- 
vinz-of God and his word, or a renouncing of 
our ſelves in thethings ofthis ice for Gods ſa.c,and 
caulc upon the ſight of that great worxe which 
God did upon the Egyptians in the red Sea,/1{oſes 
ſaith, thepeople feared Ged, and beleeved the Lord 
his (ervant Moſes, Exod.1 4. 3t. conjoyning theſe 
together and making their beleeving of God an 
undoubted figne of their tearing of God as on 
the contrary, when men deny the words of the Lord, 
give no credence unto them, ſay it is not hee, his 
Prophets ſhall become winde, his word is not in 
them, {cr.5.12.15. and that the Lord hath not ſent 
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them but they ſpeake of cheir owne hearts, there is 
no feare of God atore their cies, they are as the 
P/almiſt calleth old Ifracl a ftxbborne and rebeltions 
generation, 4 generation hat ſet not their heart aright; 
and whoft ſpirit was not fledfaſt with God, Pſal.78.8. 
for notbclceving in God amongſt other their ſinnes 
verl. 22. 

Apgaine the renouncing of our ſelves (whereby 
we muſt manifeſt our picty and feare of Ged ) lieth 
eithcr inthe forgoing of that which-is moſt deare 
unto us in the pleaſures and profits of. this life, or - 
the undergoing of that which is moſt grieuous 
unto fleſh and bloud for his names fake, Abrahams 
not withholding his fonne, his onely fonne. from. 
God, is a fure ligne of his fearing of God, Gen,22, 
12. The Diſciples ſent ouc by our Saviour to preach 
muſt againe ſhcw that they feare God, by their wil- 
ling ſuffering whatſoever ſhall bee inflited upon 
them, for the working of his worke, by their nor 
fearing of them that can kill the body, Hatth.ro, 
28. ſuch anhcroica!l ſpirit was in Paul, A7.20.24, 
1 paſſe not for al, and in Chry/eſtome gain all the 
threatnigs of the Empreſle Exdox:a,lt the Empreſle 
will baniſh me, ict ber baniſh mee, the earth zs the 
Lords and the fulnefſe thereof , If (hee will ſaw mee 
aſunder, let her, I have Eſay for-an example, If 
ſhe will throw meinto the ſea, 1 remember 7onas; 
If ſhee will caſt mee into the fornace, 1 have the 
three Children that ſuffered chis: If ſhee will caſt. 
mee iNto wilde beatts, 'I remember Dame! caft 
into the Lyons denne: If (ce will tone mee,let 
tier ſtor: mee, I have Steven the protomartyr: If 
ſhee wil takemy head, let her take it, I have /ohn 
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Thedurjes reſpeRing men in God, wherebyour 
feare of God mutt be ditcovered and deicried are in 


. putting onthe bowells of mercics and kindnes to- 


ward chem, in diffributing co their neceſſities. 
Though 7o/eph at firitihewed a fterne countenance 
co his brethren, ſpakeroughly unto them and pur 
chemin ward, yer jnche end, the feare of God even 
confirained him to deale tavourably with chem, ard 
co let them have foode for the famine of their 
houſes, Ger. 4.2.8. Obadiahs proviſion for the Pro- 
phers of the ji ord, in the daycsof perſecuting 7e/abe! 
15 a proote of his tearing the Lord greatly, t King, x8, 
3- Thushaye I out ota multxude of the mark es of 
picty'andthe feare of God, ſelxQed for you {ome of 
the choileft, as ſpeciall Howers outof a Garden of all 
ſorts. 

I have ſhewed you the duty here,that we ſhould 
all take { orne/i1 for an example of piety and the 
fearc of God, but if minecies were a tountaine of 
teares 1 cannot ſufficiently lament our defc& in 
this kinde, In our evill dayes whercinto wee are fal- 
len th.re is more then juſt cauſe of renewing that 
old complainc of David, helpe Led, for the Goaly 
man ceaſeth, for the faithfull faile from among the 
children of men P[al,1n2.2.andot Mican C hap.7.ver, 
2. the goed man is periſhed out of the earth, and there 
is none nprecht amongſt men, as then, ſo now there is 
no feare of God b:fore mens eyer, Rom.g. Tobs com- 
plaintcF his friends is too true of our times, men 
forſake the feareot the Almightie, /cb 6,34. As Fliaha 
worſhipper of God complainceethat hee wasleftalone 
x King.19. the mulcicude was ' gone after Baa/ ; (o 
may thoſe that worſhip God in {pirit ar.d truth and 
feare him in cheir hearts complainc, that they are 
but as the ſhaking of an Olive-tree, two or three 
berrics in the top of the uppermoſt bough ; foure 
or five in the outmoſt fruztfull branches thereof

lawes, popular applauſe. and vaine glory worke 

on them z but let them be free from. theſe, and. 
they will not feare God, as Datiah ſaid to Samp- 
ſon how canſt thow ſay, 1 love thee, whenthine heart is 
ot with me?[nd, 16.15.50 may Godto us, how can- 
weſay we are religious worſhippers of bim, fcrue. 
him wich feare and reverence, when we arc {low of 
heart co beleeve cither his promites or threatnings, 


. when weſay thathe will doe neither goodnor eyill, 


when we willnort forſake our leaſt plealure or profit. 
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a good Souldier of Teſus Chriſt. 

for his fake, undertake the leaſt perſecution 2 litle 
evill-ſpeaking againſt us for his cauſe, when we are 
ready to take our brethren by the throate for the 
leatt farthing,and cannot be content to part with a 
cup of cold water, the leaſt kindnes that is, to a 
Prophet in the name of a Prophet? Nay wee ate 
ſo farrefrom the nature of being religious,devour 
men, ſuch as feare God, that the very name is 
flouted at, abhorred amongſt us. Miſ-creants are 
ready to reproach thoſe that feare and ſerug God 
with thoſe names that ſhould be a crowneof rejoy- 
civg. Thoſe are ( ſay they in diſgraccof them that 
ſecke to ſerue God ) holy brethren, zealous fol- 
lowers, men of che ſpirit, deyout Diſciples and pro- 
felſoursforſocth. But as 7eb ſaid,if mine adver{ary 
would write a booke, I would take it upon my 
ſhoulder and binde ic as acrowne to meg 0b 31.35- 
36. So wee ſay, if Godlefſe men would load us 
with names of this nature we would weare them as 
ornaments, not beare them as croiles. I ſpeake not 
this to-patronize any that ſerue nor God in the 
peace of his Church, Iam knowne well enough to 
be no followet of their follies, but I complaine of 
the licle religion, and feare of God that is in them 
that would upbraid either the true or ſeeming wot- 
ſhippers of God, with the names of their holy pro- 
felon, asthough they would make that their ſhame 
which is or ſhouldbe theirglcrie. 

Bur I paile to the next amplification by the adjoy- 
ned atlociation, he fearcd God with all his family. 
Hisrel;gion was not a candle put undera buſhell bur 
on a candleſticke, chat it might give light to all that 
wercin hi houſe, he was asrhe Suzne inlightening 
with his beames the leſſer Starres, Hic 'quotquot fa- 
milias negl:gumns, ſaich Chryſoftome, Let ns heere 
beed all of us that neglett onr families.

18.rg.And /acob his 
grand-childe walking in the ſteps of thefaith of his 
father Abraham 1snot content ( at his going up to

796 was no 
doubr as carclujlco ſanciifie his children atorehand, 
that they might nocſinne as after their feafting, leaſt 
they had (ijnned, 7b 1.6,Butit never troublech many 
among us to haye lonnes and ſervants hke co E/res 
children wicked men ſuch as know not the Lord, 
Nay may not the Lord ſend his metTengers to us 
as hee ſent the man of God to Elie to expottulate 
with him, for honouring his children before God? 
I $47,227. 29. may not the Lord threaten us, as 
he did him, to judge our iniquities, becauſe wee 
(uffer our children co runne into ſlander and ſtay 
chem not? 1 S4.3.13. may notold Ehie be jufti- 
fied incompariſon of us, for when hee heard evill 
of his ſonacs hee gave them a cold admonition, doe 
no moreſomy ſonnes, for it is no good report I 
heare of you, 1 Sam.2. 24. But having both 2he 
poWer of 4 Father and he «4 Tudge procceded not to 
correRtion, whereas we are ſo indulgent, ſo cockring, 
that we will notdiſpleaſe our children at any time, 
n ſaying, why haveyou done ſo? 2 Kirg.1 6. that 
though our children be like to Ab/c/om, murtherers, 
whore-maſters, rebels, yer they muft be intreated
